Dear Sir—I have yours of the 23d inst., 
and gratefully accept the honor of which it 
notifies me.

I am im- 
pelled to protest against the devotion of so 
many young men-—many of them our ablest 
and brightest—to the profession of law. I 
have no vulgar prejudices against that pursuit

others are unfilled and neglected. Your 
State needs this day ten thousand educated 
and capable young men to teach her where

There the immi- 
rrant can enter a homestead of 160 acres at

where in Europe. 

If the people of Georgia want immigta-

As the writer of that article seems to wish to infla- 
ence public opinion, I desire to atate briefly the facts 
in the case. 

] bave associated with myself W.G. Ashley, Joha 
Fllsworth and L. HW. Hal!, and have purehased the 
property known as the Washingtem Hall lot, for which 
we paid £33,000. Wenow propose to build on the lise 
of Loyd street a neat and substantial brick buildieg, 
two storics high, and covering the eatire front—some 
one bundred and fifty feet. 

The first story will be divided inte alarge sales 
room, a convenient office, and the balance for general 
storage, etc. 

The second story will have alarge room for paint 
ingand glezing, and the balance for a general work- 
shop. Beck of this, and entirely ent of sight of 
Loyd street, will be the planing mill, alse of brick, 
tro stories high, in the lower part of which will be 
located the planes, saws, etc.; and in the second 
story machinery for the manufactare of sash, blinds, 
doors, moldings, et. 

The entire building will beas near fire-proof as it 
can reasonably be made, and whea complete will cost, 
in land, buildings, machinery, stock, ete., net less 
than $75,009. 

And now for progress. He says: “‘It is within
